This is the week we start a brand new year and just 
for the heck of it let’s take a look at the year we finished. 
VVe succeeded in electing a new President, in spite of our¬ 
selves, and the mcon is closer to invasion than ever 
before. The cost of living is up and going higher, and the 
Rams blew another championship, not to mention rapid 
transit went down the drain November 5th. On the bright 
side of the ledger are several items worthy of mention. 
My wife Martha tells me her mother will not be spend¬ 
ing the holidays with us, and my property taxes went up 
only thirty bucks. The big news was in improved bus 
service in key areas. The new service to the airport from 
San Fernando Valley, new local service in El Monte and 
La Puente, direct service to U.C.L.A., and Beverly Hills 
from south Central Los Angeles, to mention a few. I 
realize these are small compared to the overall need, but 
it’s a start. 


Numerically, at least, the Democratic Party appears 
to be heading into tlie new year in reasonably good condi¬ 
tion, considering that it has just lost the White House. 

Hubert Humphrey was only narrowly defeated, he car¬ 
ried a number of traditionally Democratic stronghold states 
which have Republican governors, and he held together 
much of the old lator-based Democratic coalition despite 
the fractures of the Chicago convention. Further, Party 
losses in the House were infinitesimal. 

But on the other side of the fence are some serious 
indications that the Democratic Party may need political 
medicaid, if not radical surgery. 

First is Uie fact tliat at least some of the McCarthy 
and Wallace defections appear to bo permanent losses. They 
may have been minimized in 1968, but Humphry was un¬ 
able to win without tliem. 

Second is the pending resignation of Lawrence O’Brien 
as National Chairman. Humphrey, as titular head of the 
party, quietly but firmly insists that he intends to put in 
his own new man as a replacement — but a battle rival¬ 
ing the 1964 Republican struggle for the Chairmanship 
could be taking shape, since many McCarthy-McGovern- 
Kennedy supporters, anxious to seize the reins, are lusting 
to install a Chairman of their own brand, and remake the 
party in their own image. 

'rhird is the financial plight of the Democrats, now 
their worst in years. An estimated $6-miliion deficit hangs 
over from the losing Humphrey campaign, and creditors 
are historically impatient over the debts of losers. It will 
take Mr. Humphrey and company a good many $500-a-plate 
dinners to wipe out the red ink, and while they are about 
it current party needs will suffer unmet for lack of funds. 

Their financial situation threatens to be clouded fur¬ 
ther by a possible lawsuit to unfreeze several hundred 
thousand dollars which has been in trust almost ever 
since it was raised years ago from corporate advertise¬ 
ments in a party publication. The courts held that such 
ads violated the prohibition against corporate contribu¬ 
tions to political parties, and the money has never been 
used or refunded. The question of whether it should now 
be released and applleil against the campaign debt may 
provoke a major internal Democratic battle. 

Neither last nor least of the Democrats’ problems is 
the obvious weakness of many of their state organizations. 
While it was true, and heartening to them, that H.H.H. 
held many key states against Richard Nixon, it is also 
true that the party lost its grip on many governorships 
and United States Senate seats. Traditionally such losses 
are bad political omens. 

Looking at such a checklist of liabilities, perhaps they 
could draw hope from the Republicans — who came from 
much farther back just four years ago to win the biggest 
prize of all in 1968.
